In pursuance of the Imports (Control) Order, 1955, the Central 
Government hereby gives general permission to all persons to 
import into India from any country in the world except the Union 
of South Africa, any goods of the description specified in the annexed 
Schedule: 

Provided that— 

(i) in the case of goods of the description specified in the 
Schedule below, such goods have not been produced or 
manufactured in the Union of South Africa; 

(ii) such goods are shipped on through consignment to India 
on or before the 30th June, 1957, without any grace period 
whatsoever; and 

(iii) nothing in this licence shall affect the application to any 
goods, of any prohibition or regulation affecting the import 
thereof, in force at the time when such goods are imported,

certain items. 

No. 40-LT.C. (P.N.)/56. —The Government of India have issued 
two new Open General Licences Nos. XLIV and XLV valid for 
shipment upto 30th June, 1957, substituting the Open General 
Licences Nos. XXXIX, XL and XLI which will expire on the 30th 
September, 1956. Certain items which were included In the 
expiring Open General Licences, have been deleted from the new 
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Open General Licences. The licensing policy for these items has 
been set out in the schedules annexed to this Public Notice. The 
entries in the tables follow the order of those given in Section II/ 
Appendix XXIII of the Red Book for the licensing period July- 
December, 1956. 


2 . Applications for quota certificates and licences in respect of 
the items appearing in the attached schedules should reach the 
licensing authorities in the prescribed form and manner as early as 
possible, but in any case, not later than the 31st October, 1956. 

3. In the case of a few items removed from the Open General 
Licences, no separate policy therefor has been announced in this 
Public Notice. The policy for such items for the current period will 
be regulated by that relating to the S. Nos. of the I.T.C. Schedule 
under which these items are classified. 

4. For items removed from the Open General Licences, and for 
which a separate quota percentage has now been prescribed in this 
Public Notice, the entitlement for a quota licence for the three 
months—October to December, 1956, will be the percentage specified 
of one fourth of the best year’s imports in the basic period. Similarly, 
in the case of items for which an Actual User provision is now 
announced, licences will be issued to meet three months’ certified 
requirements.
